dorsed. 
S ecretary H inrichsen called the con­ 
vention to order a t noon, and the tem ­ 
porary organization, as given Tuesday, 
w as nam ed. 
Judge 
Craw ford, 
the 
tem porary 
chairm an, m ade a short and vigorous 
talk and then a recess of an hour w as 
•taken. 
A fter the interm ission Judge McCon­ 
nell w as announced as the perm anent 
ch airm an of the convention. 
He w as 
seated with enthusiasm . 
His speech 
showed careful preparation and w as lis­ 
tened to w ith attention. 
G eneral 
John 
A. 
M cClernand, 
of 
Springfield, w as introduced and m ade 
a few rem arks, and then cam e the res­ 
olutions. 
They were read by ex-Con- 
gressm an F ithian, and were cheered. 
T hey closed w ith an enthusiastic 
In­ 
dorsem ent of 
G overnor Altgeld, 
and 
this raised a discussion. 
F inally this 
w ere w ithdraw n and the platform was 
adopted. 
The delegates to the 
na­ 
tional m onetary convention were then 
announced, and the convention at 5:30 
p. rn. adjourned sine die. 
Besides-the address of Secretary H in ­ 
richsen in opening the convention Con­ 
gressm an W illiam J. B ryan of O m aha 
addressed the delegates. 
A fter show­ 
ing how, in his opinion, the coinage of 
silver would be of benefit to the coun­ 
try, he concluded: 
“If, as all adm it, 
the m oney question is now the question 
of suprem e im portance, it m ust follow 
th a t the people will tru st th a t p arty 
w ith its settlem ent, which first fear­ 
lessly espouses the tru th . 
The Demo­ 
cratic p arty m ust take its position upon 
this question, and by the correctness of 
th a t position will rise or fall. No cow­ 
ard, w hether an individual or party, 
can long retain the confidence of the 
people. N ot only is it necessary for the 
D em ocratic p arty to take a position, 
but the sooner it defines the position the 
g reater will be its opportunities to win 
success in 1896.” 
Then 
C ongressm an 
Andy 
H unter 
spoke, and G overnor Altgeld w as 
on 
m otion invited to address the conven­ 
tion. His rem arks were listened to w ith 
close attention. 
He w as enthusiastic­ 
ally received and when he closed the 
convention gave him another ovation. 
The chairm an then introduced R ichard 
M ichaelis of Chicago, 
editor 
of 
the 
F reie Presse, as the representative of 
the G erm ans. 
He was received w ith 
applause. G eneral John A. M cClernand 
w as the next speaker. 
He w as in tro ­ 
duced as representing the old soldiers. 
The resolutions declare th a t the de­ 
m onetization of silver has deprived t*he 
people of free use and benefits of 
a 
valuable and original money m etal and 
h as increased debts and added to the 
burdens of the people by lowering the 
value of labor and labor products. They 
go on: 
“W hereas, 
The constitution of the 
U nited States prohibits any state from 
using anything but gold and silver coin 
as a legal tender for the paym ent of 
debts, 
thereby recognizing th a t coin 
com posed of silver or of gold is honest 
m oney and fit to be used as legal tender; 
therefore, be it 
“ Resolved, By th e dem ocrats of Illi­ 
nois, in convention assem bled, th a t we 
a re in favor of the use of both gold and 
silver as the stan d ard m oney of the 
U nited States, and dem and the free and 
unlim ited coinage of both m etals a t the 
ratio of 16 to I, w ithout w aiting for the 
action of any other nation, and th a t 
such coins shall be a legal tender for 
all debts, both public and private, and 
th a t a1! contracts h ereafter executed for 
th e paym ent of money, w hether in gold, 
silver, or coin, m ay be discharged by 
an y m oney which is by law legal tender. 
“Resolved, T h at we hereby indorse 
the action of the dem ocratic sta te cen­ 
tra l com m ittee in calling this conven­ 
tion, and we in stru ct the com m ittee to 
c a rry out the will of this convention as 
expressed in its platform by inaugu­ 
ratin g and carrying on a cam paign of 
education in this sta te and to thorough­ 
ly organize the dem ocracy of the state 
on the lines as laid down in the p lat­ 
form of this convention. 
“ Resolved. T h at the dem ocratic m em ­ 
bers of congress and m em bers of the 
senate from the sta te be and they are 
hereby instructed to use all honorable 
m eans to carry out the principles above 
enunciated. 
“Resolved, T hat we request the demo­ 
cratic national com m ittee to call a dem ­ 
ocratic national convention to consider

Constantinople, June 6.—Advices re­ 
ceived here from Jiddah, A rabia, a sea­ 
port of Mecca and the scene of the re­ 
cent m urderous assault on the consular 
officers of G reat B ritain, R ussia and 
France, announce th a t a panic prevails 
there and th a t it is feared the Bedouins 
will attack the town. 
The latte r are 
held responsible for the a tta ck upon 
the consuls which resulted in the death 
of the B ritish vice-consul, and a num ­ 
ber of them were arrested in conse­ 
quence.

in order to prevent the introduction of 
cholera into northern ports. 
The envoys of G reat B ritain, R ussia 
and France in this city are aw aiting in­ 
structions from their governm ents in 
regard to the situation of affairs at Jed ­ 
dah, as well as regarding the refusal 
of the T urkish governm ent to agree to 
the reform s in Arm enia which have 
been proposed by the powers.

Baling: o f th e Justices In th e W arner 
Guardian vs. Cuckow Case. 
In the esse of Clar* B. Warner by 
George Hanthorn her guardian, plain­ 
tiff vt. 8. J. Cuckow, defendant, tried 
in the circuit court of Rock county 
and a verdict rendered for the defend­ 
ant, and which was appealed to the 
supreme court of Wisconsin, the fol 
lowing is the judgment handed down 
from the supreme court: 
"Statem ent of Facts,” 
Winslow 
Justice. 
Practically the only ques­ 
tion on this appeal is whether the 
findings sustain the judgment, and 
the meiest reading of them is suffi­ 
cient to show that they do sustain it 
We say this is the only question, be­ 
cause the exceptions are too general 
in their nature to raise any other quei- 
tfon. 
Each of the findings excepted 
to. except perhaps the 6th, 8th, and 
10th findings contain a number < f 
propos tions of fact, some of which 
are undisputed, or clearly established 
by the evidence, and in such case 
wholesale exception is of no avail. 
As to the 6th, 9th and 10th findings, 
examination of the record shows them 
all to be well proven by ample evi­ 
dence. 
The 7th finding with the 
account, which is a part of it, really 
contains the substance and gist of the 
whole case. 
No item of this account 
is objected to, or excepted to, either 
especially or at large, and hence I: 
cannot bo examined or disturbed 
Carroll vs. Little 73 Wis 52. 
We may say that in addition that 
perusal of the testimony in the case 
convinces us thai the judgment of the 
trial court was eminently just. 
By the Court, Judgment Affirmed.

‘ •I think The Gazette's estimate of 
the amount of city tax to be raised 
this year is too high,” said City Treas­ 
urer Fathers last evening on his re­ 
turn from Madison,where he had been 
in attendance at the Grand 
Lodge of 
Odd Fellows. 
I take it that the estimate was 
made wholly on tho basis of the 
amount raised last year,” he contin­ 
ued. 
"L ast year we raised $13,000 
on account of bonds and interest, and 
the paper puts down the same amount 
this year, which is a mistake. 
There 
will be no school house bonds paid 
this year, consequently the amount to 
be paid, including interest on all out- 
standing bonds, will be $9,312 56. 
Then you put the school tax at $27,- 
000, which I think is more than the 
council will raise, as many of the 
aldermen, and in fact some of the 
school 
board, 
think 
the 
schools 
can 
be 
run 
for 
less 
money. 
It is estimated that at least 122,000 
will come into the treasury as licence 
money. 
The general fund is now in 
debt $4,500, which is to be paid from 
this license money, then $6,000 will 
have to be paid to the county if the 
county will accept half their due as 
requested by the city; $4,500 goes 
for water rental, leaving only $7,000 
to be put into the general fund on 
July I. 


T he W ater and T ax Fonds. 
With this $7,003 on hand and the 
fund freed from debt, if $ 10,000 is 
raised by tax it will be sufficient to 
meet the demands. Then come the fire

T h ere w ere ten 
of th e m achines used to d ay in th e five 
w ard s. T he city ow ns seven of them , 
w hich it p u rc h ased fo r $459 each. The 
com pany loaned th e city th e th ree a d d i­ 
tio n al m achines. T he to ta l re g istra tio n 
fo r th is election w as 2,835, b u t th e rain 
k ep t a good m an y aw ay , a n d th ere w as 
th e u su al n u m b er of s ta y a t hom es to 
keep th e v o te dow n. T he polls opened at 
9 o’clock in th e m orning, an d th e voting 
w ent on u n til 9 o’clock in th e evening. 
T he ra te a t w hich th e v o tin g w as done 
in th e forenoon a t one election d istrict 
w as 150 a n hour, an d by a c tu a l count 
fifteen persons voted in seven m inutes. 
T hey w ere allow ed one m in u te to vote 
if th ey w ished to consum e so m uch tim e 
b u t a s th e re w ere only th re e persons 
to be v oted fo r in an y d istric t—th a t 
is, fo r supervisor, assesso r an d one a ld ­ 
e rm a n —it did n o t ta k e long to press 
th e th ree knobs opposite th e nam es th e 
v o te r w ished to su p p o rt.
